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A. Examination of the latest Alumni Directory from the National 
War College lends itself to some analysis on predicting chances 
of WWC military graduates becoming Generals or Admirals. My 
tabulations may prove of interest. 

From the classes from 1958 through 1963: 

69 earned stars, of the 576 still on active duty 

0 earned stars, of the 6 who died while in service 

3 earned stars, of the 25 who retired from service 

From the classes from 1947 through 1957 : 

328 earned stars, of the 48 l still on active duty 

22 earned stars, of the 38 who died while in service 

35 earned stars, of the 533 who retired from service 

Although few are tapped in the first three years after gradua- 
tion, about 15-20$ make it in the 4 th or 5th year and the odds are 
overwhelming that an alumnus still in service will have one or 
more stars by his 10 th Reunion.
